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In this coming election we are facing many important issues, not only as a nation, but also as a 
state. The United States Conference of Catholic Bishops recently published a wonderful document 
entitled Faithful Citizenship that can help us to form a mature voting conscience based on the 
teachings of the Catholic Church. Several weeks ago there was a one-page Faithful Citizenship flier in 
our bulletin on forming our conscience. As we move closer to Election Day I would encourage you to 
spend time praying and studying the issues we are facing together so we might uphold a consistent 
ethic of life. I have found the Faithful Citizenship website to be helpful and you may want to check it 
out: www.faithfulcitizenship.org . 

I would like to share these quotes from the Faithful Citizenship document regarding the role of 
clergy in the eyes and heart of the teaching of the Catholic Church: 

As Election Day draws nearer, it is helpful to recall that the role of the Catholic Church and its 
Clergy is not to endorse candidates, hut to enlighten consciences in order to help Catholics vote 
responsibly. Pope Benedict XVI states this clearly, noting that when churches participate in 
public debate, the interventions must always be "aimed solely at enlightening consciences, 
enabling them to act freely and responsibly, according to the true demands of justice, even when 
this should conflict with situations of power and personal interest." 

In fulfilling these responsibilities, the Church's leaders are to avoid endorsing or opposing 
candidates or telling people how to vote. As Pope Benedict XVI states in Deus Caritas Est, "The 
church wishes to help form consciences in political life and to stimulate greater insight into the 
authentic requirements of justice as well as greater readiness to act accordingly, even when this 
might involve conflict with situations of personal interest... The Church cannot and must not 
take upon herself the political battle to bring about the most just society possible. She cannot and 
must not replace the State. Yet at the same time she cannot and must not remain on the 
sidelines in the fight for justice." As the Holy Father also teaches, "The direct duty to work for a 
just ordering of society is proper to the lay faithful."
